WORK OF WASHINGTON 
CONFERENCE. 

Sir Malin Delevingne, of the Home Office, | 
one of the British representatives on the Labour 
Commission of the Peace Congress, spoke at the 
Manchester College of Technology, some days | 
ago, on “ The Regulation of Labour under the | 
Peace Troaty.”’ 

Sir Malcolm Delévyingne, gays the Manchester | 
Guardian, began with a sketch of the attempts | 
at the international regulation of labour con- 
ditions which were made before the war. such 
as the conferonces at Berne, which produced | 
conventions for the prohibition of nightwork | 
by women end of the use of white plissphorus | 
in the manufacture of lucifer matches. .

Sir Malcolm laid emphasis on the need for 
industria] organisati thie country, beth 
of employers and workers, taking an active in. 
terest in the work of ihe Interpational Labour 
Wrganisation. Its work conterncd every industry 
and it was of the utmost importante that 
British industry should make its influence 
' felt im the discuskion ‘and sehution of the pros: 
.--hlema whieh would dealt. with ate the 
annual confercncg:. ritish industry bad every: 
thing to gain from the work of the Organisa- 
Stion. Tt was only by international action that 
conditions between competing countries could 
be egtialised. Results whith might be of great 
importance to our industry hed already been 
achieved at Washington, Much had been 
written lately of the competition of Japan in 
Eastern markets. Industrialisation. was pro- 
eceding tapidiy in Japan. She had an abun- 
dant supply of cheap labour, and the tonditions 
of her factories hud been far behind those 
of ours. Production in the ecotten mille had 
heen: catried on continuously by employitg 
shifts of women day ami‘ night. Long hours. 
and heavy overtime had been the rule. As 
a resnit of the Washington conference all this 
was likely to be changed. The Japanese dele-

The “ bump bicycle ""—an apphance claimed

attracted some atiention and caused 
criticlam, writes the Daily News. 

Doubt has been thrown upon the practica- 
bility of the device, the motive power of which 
(aceording to Mn A. E. Steel and Mr. FE. E. 
Hardie, its inventors) is supplied solely by the 
rider, who, by the weight of his body, operates 
small pumps which drive a water motor geared 
to the back wheel. 

A leading motor engineer expressed his opinion 
on Saturday to the Deily News that the affair 
sounded too much like the old stories of per- 
petual motion to be true. 

Two questions were put to Mr. Steel by an- 
other engineer as follows: 

How often, and under what pressure, will 
the air require to be originally pumped into 
the tank? 

If a tenstone man will develop one horse 
power by his weight will a 20 stone man de- 
velop two horse-power? and, if not, why not? 

Mr. Steel, interviewed on Saturday, said: 
“ As regards the first question, it is largely a 
matter of experiment. The pressure would need 
to be from 10 to 15ib. to the square inch. 

“ As for the second query, the answer is that 
though increased weight will increase the horse 

wer, the cebound has to be allowed for.

I should further like to ex- 
plain that there are four pumps in the machine, 
two under the saddle and two on the front 
wheel, which is sprung. A good deal of the 
movement of the pumps depends, too. on 
pedalling, so that it is imeorrect to describe it 
as a self-propelled machine. I hope to have the 
machine completed in about 10 davs’ time.” 

* The editor of the Motor Cycle said -— “ From 
the accounts Í cannot say that I have very 
great hopes of thé machine.
